Reaarding item 2. while the Brief contains statements reaardina the status of the claims under Section 11, the Brief does not 
cleariv and concisely provide the status of even^ claim: in particular, the section under the heading "Status of Canceled 
Claims" is confusing since it discusses claims that are not canceled including discussions of amendments that were Wed 
and Office actions that were received (it is suggested to simply list the remaining claims as either being canceled, 
withdrawn or allowed). 

Additionally, the section under the heading "Grouping of Claims" is improper because it includes withdrawn claims, and 
because it includes a copy of the independent claims. 

Additionally, the section under the heading "Argument" is improper because it includes arguments directed to withdrawn 
claims.
